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BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 



1. Field of the Invention 
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The present invention relates generally to an FM digital data receiver using IS-95 
dual mode in which the receiver is selectively operable in either FM or code division 
multiple access (CDMA) in mobile communication systems. More particularly, the 
present invention, when continuously receiving a plurality of digital data frames in voice 
channel mode, relates to an FM digital data receiver for receiving a message without 
losing the message being repeated in said digital data frame, and a method for receiving 
the message. 
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2. Description of the Related Art 



Analog mobile communication systems, such as AMPS (Advanced Mobile Phone 
Service) system, are still being used broadly in the region of North America. Meanwhile, 
the demand of digital mobile communication systems has also been gradually expanding. 
3 0 In fact, several mobile telephone operators have been gradually changing their analog 
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
